through an increase In the existing 
2 per cent payroll tax. one-half of 
! which is now paid by employers 
and one-half by employees 
Beginning Jan 1, 1950, the tax 
would be boosted to 3 per cent, or 


1 1 - 2 per cent for each category. 
The three per cent tax would re­ 
main in effect during 1950, rising 
to 4 per cent for the period 1951 
through 1959; five per cent for 
1960 through 1964, and six per cent 
for 1965 through 1969. 
Beginning 
in 1970 it would level off at 6 1-2 
per cent. 
Increased Taxes 
Committee 
experts 
estimated 
that the tax increases would bring 
in an additional 75 billion dollars 
during the next 20 years. 
To this 
would be added the approximately 
50 billion dollars that would be tak­ 
en in during the samp period from 
the existing 2 per cent tax, for a 
total intake from 1950 to 1970 of 
approximately 125 billion dollars.

The American Society ot Heating and 
Ventilating Kngineers says the average living human body 
can stand a temperature of 500 degrees Fahrenheit for a 
few minutes with no serious ill effects. T hat’s hot enough 
to melt tin! 
At -40 degrees, the same “ average person” can stand 
24 minutes all right, but then he’d better change his cli­ 
mate. To cool off he might seek a temperature of only 141 
degrees. Starting from scratch lie can stand an hour of 
that. 
These are air temperatures, of course, In liquids at 
these temperatures no man would last long because the 
sk in ’s air-conditioning system would have no chance to 
work. But certain peoples, like the Japanese, are said to 
enjoy hot baths in water up to 150 degrees.

MANY CHILDREN WILL ENTER 
SCHOOL NEXT MONTH 
It is particularly important when 
many children arc looking forward 
to entering school for the first 
time that parent* cheek to see that 
their child will take on certain re­ 
sponsibilities of his own free will. 
He should be able to manage his 
clothing, keep track of his own 
things and take responsibility for 
carrying out simple requests. 
It is often hard for a mother to 
turn over to her child jobs that she 
ha« been doing for him ail his life. 
Sometimes the child is eager to 
take on a new task as is true in the 
case of the twelve-to eighteen- 
month-old 
child 
who 
wants 
to 
dress himself. But there are times, 
too, when the mother has to set the 
stage in order to get her child to 
take responsibility 
When 
a 
situation arises 
that 
makes the child feel the need for 
taking responsibility, the task will 
have meaning for the child and he 
will master it more quickly. 
If 
there is a gap between what should 
bo done and how It will affect 
him, the child will not connect the 
two readily. When this happens, 
getting the child to see the im­ 
portance of taking responsibility 
becomes more of a problem. When 
a child sees fhe relation between 
cause and effect, descipline will 
be more personal and objective. 
One of parents’ moat difficult 
tasks is to w e and understand 
what 
responsibilities a 
child 
is 
capable of taking. Parents who ex­ 
pect too much of a child will make 
him feel discouraged because he 
knows he isn’t living up to parent 
expectations. However, when re­ 
sponsibilities lag behind the child's 
abilities and he is able to do things 
he isn’t doing, then the child re­ 
mains babyish.

Poisonous If W ilted 


Farm Experts Warn 


HARRISBURG. Aug. 18.—(INS>4 
— Pennsylvania

Extension 
experts 
have 
warned 
farmers 
against 
vegetation 
which

deadly prussic acid and is danger­ 
ous to livestock. 
Choke and wiid cherry leaves, 
found in abundance along fence 
rows, are not poisonous normally 
but If they wilt, as when trees or 
branches are cut or knocked down, 
the leaves f o r m dangerous amounts 
of prussic acid 
Choke cherry leaves accounted 
for six cattle deaths in 1948, the 
A griculture d e p a r t m e n t said 
Twelve livestock deaths were re­ 
corded in that year from various 
poisonings. 
The 
common 
pasture 
weeds 
w ater hemlock and poison hem­ 
lock in wet areas also are poison­ 
ous and are a manace to livestock. 
Both types of hemlock grow four 
to six feet high and have flat-top 
clusters of white blossoms. The 
poison hemlock has fine leaves 
somewhat like the carrot, while the 
w ater 
hemlock 
leaves 
resemble 
parsnip leaves. 
Livestock is apt to eat the young 
plants 
or second 
growth 
after 
mowing, the departm ent said. 
Snakeroot may cause sickness in 
cattle and can kill sheep. It grows 
in shaded areas. Bracken, or brake 
fern, common in poor pastures in 
northern counties, causes sickness 
with symptoms akin to hemorrhag­ 
ic septicemia. 
Prussic acid-producting cherry 
leaves should be guarded against 
by frequent patrolling of areas to 
rem ove fallen branches, particular­ 
ly after storms. 
Prussic acid poisoning of cattle 
from eating sudan grass is rare in 
Pennsylvania, 
experts 
say. 
but 
plants which have been stunted by 
drought or frost or wilted by 
tram ping may prove dangerous.

An additional $78,100 being ex­ 
pended to “recreate the substance 
and something of the spirit of the 
period of the great founder of 
Pennsylvania,” at Pennsbury Man­ 
or, country home of William Penn 
near Morrisville. 
Approximately $30,500 will be 
spent by the commission to restore 
the historic Ephrata Cloister in 
Lancaster 
county.

consists of restoration of wooden 
buildings 
erected 
between 
1735 
and 1749 by the Seventh Day Bap­ 
tists. a cooperative order. 
Also being restored, at a cost 
of $42,000, is the Pottsgrove m an­ 
sion in Montgomery county where 
Washington made his headquarters 
in September, 1777. shortly after 
his defeat in the battle of Brandy­ 
wine.

Aged Woman s Hobby 
B l e s s i n g To B l i n d 


By JOHN McCAFFERTY 
(I. N. S. Staff CorreBpondent) 
PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 16. — If 
they take reservations in heaven, 
there certainly must be a choice 
spot set aside today for kindly, 
understanding 76-year-old Mrs. S. 
E. Downs or nearby Lower Merion. 
For a quarter of a century, this 
"grand old lady” has been literally 
"opening windows” for the blind 
by transcribing books of every 
description into Braille. 
An 
ordinary sewing 
machine, 
used to stitch the diagrams, is her 
means of perform ing this difficult 


Apostle of Braille 
Mrs. Downs, wife of a retired 
Lower Merion school superintend­ 
ent, has lived unhearlded down 
through the years as an apostle of 
Louis Braille, originator of the 
"learn by touch” system which 
gives “sight” to the blind. 
Amiable, spry and exceptional 
witty. 
Mrs. 
Downs has 
labored 
without thought of personal gain 
in her determ ination to help the 
blind “see” with Braille. 
The pleasant Mrs. Downs trans­ 
cribes almost every concept in the 
field of human knowledge into 
Braille by sewing six raised dots in 
varying combinations. 
She has transcribed books on 
everything from astronomy to the 
Amharic language and even in­ 
cluding a book on crocheting. 
All her work is done for blind 


students who depend upon Braille 
for 
study 
purposes. 
Said 
Mrs. 
Downs: 
“When you know an eager stu­ 
dent is simply panting for your 
transcription in order to keep up 
with his moving classes, you feel 
your pressing responsibility.” 
Mrs. Downs gives her transcrip­ 
tion chores priority over all else. 
She said that "in case of conflict” 
with other things in her life, her 
rule is; 
“This one thing I do.” 
Over 30,000 Pages 
H er output has surpassed 30,- 
000 pages in Braille, an amazing 
perform ance for one person in a 
work which requires such deep 
concentration, patience and skill. 
Twenty-four 
volumes 
of 
her 
work are in the Braille departm ent 
of the Library of Congress. 
Mrs. Downs’ Braille transcrip­ 
tions have gone all over the world, 
even into darkest Africa. 
Blind Ato Siyoum Walde Maram 
wrote her recently from Addis 
Ababa that a transcription of the 
Gospel of St. John which Mrs. 
Downs had done in the Amharic 
language was correct in every de­ 
tail. He said: 
“There is no mistake whatsoever 
in It nor is anything lacking. I have 
presented your good work to God.” 
(The Amharic language is vir­ 
tually extinct. It has 37 consan- 
ants. 
each 
having 
seven 
vowel 
modifications. With the diphthongs, 
the num ber of letters in the alpha­ 
bet totals 251.)

Russia Succeeded 
In Espiwage Try 
Says Committee 


Succeeded In One Of Three 
A t t e m p t s To Steal 
Atomic Secrets Prom 
Laboratory

WASHINGTON. Aug. 
16—The 
House Unamerican Activities com­ 
m ittee reported Monday that Rus­ 
sia has succeeded in one of three 
attem pts to steal atomic secrets 
from a west coast wartime re­ 
search laboratory. 
The disclosure was made in a 
foreward issued to the printed 
transcript of testimony heard by 
the spy probers earlier this year. 
They identified the successful 
espionage attem pt as that involv­ 
ing the so-called “Scientist X,” 
who has never been identified. 
Details on the other two efforts 
to steal secrets out of the radia­ 
tion laboratory at the University 
of California were not given. 
In 
outlining 
testimony 
heard 
this session about a subversive 
Communist 
cell 
formed 
at 
the 
Berkeley. Calif., laboratory during 
the war. the committee document 
asserted: 
“The Communist cell which ex­ 
isted at the radiation laboratory at 
the University of California . . . 
was responsible for two attem pts 
to obtain information regarding 
atomic development on the part of 
the Soviet government and one 
positive case of Soviet espionage, 
the latter case being the Scientist 
X case.” 
The Scientist X case was brought 
to light by the House group last 
year. The committee produced evi­ 
dence that a scientist at the lab­ 
oratory turned over a secret atom­ 
ic formula to Steve Nelson, now a 
Communist 
party 
organizer 
in 
western Pennsylvania. 
Nelson, according to the com­ 
mittee, subsequently met with a 
Soviet consular official 
in 
San 
Francisco, turned over papers to 
him and afterw ards received pay­ 
ment from the Russian agent. 
The testimony printed by the 
committee was given by Dr. Frank 
Oppenheimer and his wife, Jaq-

There have been num erous recent 
reports that Mao. dynamic leader 
held chiefly responsible for Com­ 
munist victories in N orthern Chi­ 
na. has been seriously ill. 
These previous reports empha­ 
sized the fact that Mao has made 
no public appearances despite the 
successes of his armies, which ip 
rapid succession overran Tientsin, 
Peiping and 
Nanking and then 
launched a drive southward toward 
Canton. 
Mao, who founded the Chinese 
Communist party in 
1921 
after 
education and 
indoctrination 
iu 
Moscow, was born in 1893. 
Only last month he formally and 
publicly allied Chinese and Soviet 
Communism. 
He was m arried three times and 
had one son and one daughter. 
Mao's Communist party activi­ 
ties date back to 1921. His military 
leadership of China’s Communists 
began six years later when he o r­ 
ganized 
a military rebellion 
in 
Hunan province. 
This successful undertaking led 
to formation of China’s Commu­ 
nist army, which played an im port­ 
ant role against the Japanese and 
later was enlarged into the present 
force that has conquered large 
areas of China 
Mao taught both Communist po­ 
litical 
philosophies and 
military 
strategy at the Marx-Lenin insti­ 
tute in Yenan. 
He bore the joint 
titles of Marshal of the Red Army 
and Chairman of the Chinese Com­ 
munist party.

Of 
all the snakes that are found in 
the U nited States the ra ttle r is 
am ong the highly poisonous. 
In the warm days of sum m er the 
ra ttle r spends m ost of its tim e I and 
coiled up behind rocks or dow ned 
tim ber. W hen the snake is in coil 
its head lies flat, with its tail up­ 
rig h t in the coil. W hen the snake 
is alarm ed while coiled the body 
goes into a quivering m ovem ent 
and w hen this m ovem ent reaches 
the tail the bonny joints start to 
strik e against each other sending 
forth a w hirring buzz. 
M an is not alone in being awed 
by th e ra ttlers buzz. Anim als and 
bird life fear it and trem ble at the 
sound. The fear th at hum ans have 
of snakes seem s to be inborn. This 
is tru e also of wild life. A young 
rab b it in its first year, which never 
has com e in contact with a ra ttler,
